— Impres- 
stve austerity marked the delivery 
of the speech of Cov. Wilson this 
afternoon accepting the Democrat- 
ic nomination for President. The 
executive unfolded a fabric of po- 
litical beliefs and invoked a rule 
"of right and Justice" in poUti s. 

A motley throng gathered at the 
summer ca:4tbl, :ncludlng the noti- 
i cation committee. Democratic gov- 
• rnors. college professors, summer 
iolk and marching clubs. Attentive 
.-'eriousnes.^ wab the attitude of the 
audlen'c. Tiie ap]ilaiis<' was fr"-- 
quent. The (iovernor was ill at 
ease because of the rea.iin;; ot the 
address Instead of speaking extem- 
poraneously, as he Is accustomed. 

Senstor-alact Ollle Jamea' speech 
of notlilcation- was punctuated by 
Craquent demonstrations from the 
crowd. 

From the broad rer iiuia of the 
white-coatad house where the (iov- 
ernors of New Jersey are wont to 
sjiend their summers, the nominee 
delivered his speech. (Jrouped be- 
Miaili the wide-spread lug willows 
and I'lnis were the most prominent 
^uest>, hedged in by clumps of 
fernn and bushes. 

After thanking the committee of 
notlilcation and expressing his pro- 
found sens^^f responsibility in ac- 
cepting the nomination, the (Iover- 
nor said he realired that he was ex- 
P''c;ud to sp'-ak plainl.' . to talk pol- 
itics a-id open the campaign •'in 
words wl.o.-ie ineHiiiii'; i.o one need 
doubt."

For several long hours during 
thB..aft«rAOph and early evening the 
big throng in the Cbllsaum bid 
listened to a flow of oratory In 
nominating and seconding speeches 
In which the dominant note ex- 
pressed was the belief that victory 
would come to the new partv In the 
November elections. Raymond Rob- 
bins, of Illinois, pledged a 100,000 
majority for the National ticket in 
Illinois, and fllfford Plncbot pre- 
dieted n 300,000 majority for Col, 
Roosevelt and C.ov. Johnson in his 
home State of Pennsylvania, These 
statementa war* ebaarad to tba 
echo. 

Tbe party formally christened it- 
salt. "Tba Progreasire party," 
leaving out the praflx "National." 
by which it has heretofore been 

known, but provision was made for 
the reeou-nition of "real" Progres- 
sives in any of the States by what- 
ever name they should be locally 
designated because of State laws, 

Tba convention adjourned at 
7:24 p. m., with the delegates sing« 
Ing the "doxology" In luaty valea. 
During tbe three days it was la ses- 
sion there was not a single roll-call 
nor a ballot taken, Th» delegates 
asked no such formalities either In 
placing their candidates in nomina- 
tion or in voting for them. There 
was not a note of opposition either 
to Col. Roosevelt or Oov. Johnaoa. 
The delay In nominating than waa 
due to the large number ot 8aeoBd« 
Ing speeches allewed. 

As has alwavs been the case in 
nat'oiiMl jiolitical 'conventions, the 
bulk of the work of the Progressive 
gathering wss carried on in the 
committees. The only semblance 
of a conflict of opinion on the floor 
was a brief debate to-day as to 
whether or not an hour's recess 
should be taken. The point waa 
not material, but, as one delenate 
exjircssed It, "we Just had to tight 

ai>out somi th'ni- to maka It a ragu> 
lar convention." 

There waa a sharp discussion, 
however. In several of the eommlt« 
tee meetings, and no little difleulty 
in agreeing apoa tba platform as 
finallv adopted. Col. Roosevelt 
worked with the suhcommltte.' In 
c' arne of th* platform until late 
this afternoon, going over their 
work of the two previous days and 
nights and vigorously helping to 
mold the draft which at last proved 
acceptable to him. The platform 
did not take up the negro question. 

In this connection one of the In- 
teresting seconding speeches of the 
dav w«s that of F. R. 'ileed, of New 
York, a ne^ro. f'.leed declared that 
the nepro'H ''ad faith in the new 
party: faith that it wonid do all In 
its power tQ right the wrongs ot tba 
race. 

"We stand , by tbe platform." he 
said. "We stand by Col. Roosevelt's 
letter; we stand by his speech. And 
as we stood bv him at San Juan 
Hill, , so we will Htand by htm In 
November and fight for victory." 

Miss Jane Addams, Of Hall 
House, Chicago, was among those 
who seconded Col. Roosevelt, and 
she waa aathvalaatteally greeted. 
The new party formally placed it- 
self on record as favoring equal suf- 
frage, and further recognized the 
suffragette movement by providing 
for four women members at large 
on tba National Committee.

This includea the 
many close eorporatlon?, concerns 
of small capital which while 'in- 
daatila!' are not trusts in the ordi- 
nary -BBderBtandlnp of the term." 

Mr. "Moody says the evidence U 
clear that there Is no truth in the 
Idea that trusts lower prices. 

"Indaatrlal combinations. In the 
great MtJoHty of cases," he goes 
on, "liave been found primarily for 
the purpose of ciintroUIng or ad- 
vancing prices to the consumer. 
While the theory has been persist- 
ently urged for many years that the 
main parpoea of combination was 
to rsdaeo producing apd operating 
coats, and thus iBcraaaa profits 
without the adTaneemaat of prices, 
the records shown during the en- 
t:-e trust era tio to prove that such 
hag not been the case. The great 
enlarpement In profits has for the 
most part been accomplished by 
prica advancea and not by cost cur- 
tatlaMot." 

Mr. Moody's Idoa Is that a pro- 
tective tariff, particularly the Ding- 
ley tariff, and not any natural or 
evolutionary tendency toward busi- 
neaa centralization. Is to blame for 
the growth of the trusts. 

"At the end of 1902." he aaya. 
"there waa a widely held theory 
tkat the tread toward Indnatrial 
consoliaatloa tad reMlied Ita Halt. 
Subsequent eveala, howerer, tave 
proved the aBBoaadaeaa of this 
Idea. For steadily, throughout ev- 
ery year of the past decade, trust 
capltalhfatlon has continued to In- 
creaae. By the end of 1905. the 
7«ar In which Theodore Roosevelt 
began Ma aeeond admlBistratlon. 
the llgare had rleen to |«,g4S,ltl.- 
760. and In the year when Mr. Taft 
entered the White Houae. a further 
expansion to f 7,r.60.004,0(iO was 
shown. And now. with Mr. Taft 
dosing his term, we note that, not- 
wlthsUadlag the so-called trust 
prosecuttOBS aad the enforcement 
of the SheraMB law. fta toUl ia- 
dastrial traat eapMallMtloa has 
reached the aatoaadlas total ot 
066.290.861. 

"It win be noted that the growth 
of truets during Mr. Taft's adminis- 
tration haa practically all been ac- 
complished since the enactment of 
the present Payae Tartlf law. 

"It to a abtewortky fact tkmt the 
eaplUI repreeeated by latfntrial 
trusts in this couBty dMM not re- 
flect, except to partial exteat. the 
investment of money or property. 
While no exact figures on the sub- 
ject are obtainable, it is reliably es- 
timated that not more than 25 per 
oeat of the eight blllloae of cap- 
ItalliatloB re pr aaaata orttlaal In- 
veatmeat. The ramalalag TS per 
eeat. to what Is commonly called 
'water,* but which is more definite- 
ly described as the 'caplUlitatlon 
of earning power.' For Induatrial 
trnsts, like franchise trusts, rail- 
.r«|d truata. have all adopted 
the Bothod duriag the pM getlefh- 
tlea of eapltaltolag aot oaly the 
orlglaal and carreat laveetaieat In 
the planto and property, b«l atoo 
the net profits which can be shown.

that at the time of the ahootlag she 
waa mentally IrreapoaalUe for her 
acts. 

The Jury that heard the case, 
however, determined that she knew 
what she was doing at the time she 
flred the shot, and a verdict of 
guilty waa returned, the court fl- 
nally seataaclag her. Siace being 
in the peaUaatlary, aha haa been ill 
a large part of the time, aad her 
condition has become worse, till 
the commission took "action and al- 
lowed her to return to her home.
